cultural exchanges or sales of 
wheat. 

The first Americans permitted 
to explore for plants in Soviet 
Russia since 1929 have returned 
recently with propagation stocks 
of mahy fruits potentially valuable 
to U. S. Agriculture, 

The U. S. Department of Agri- 
cukure reports our American team 
found a green seedless grape var- 
iety, recently developed by -the 
Russians, that produces table 
fruit much larger and with crisp- 
er flesh than anything now grown 
in this country. 

The USDA men were told Russia 
has 3 million acres in grape culti- 
vation compared with only one- 
sixth of that area in our major 
producing states, California and 
Arizona.

Incidentally, the Russians said 
they hope to encourage consump- 
tion of more wine and less vodka. 

Maybe they'll get someplace with 
that idea. But as I recall it, the 
much publicized campaign of sev- 
eral years ago to persuade the 
French people to drink more milk 
and less wine was something of 
a bust.

It: appears that a certain brand 
of noodles is being touted on TV 
with statements that potatoes are 
habit-forming. Get rid of ‘the po- 
tato habit, the audience is told, 
and start eating noodles. 

That reminds me of the adver- 
tising slogan of some ‘years ago 
that advised listeners to “Reach 
for a Lucky instead of a sweet.” It 
had the candy industry up in arms 
and eventually that particular slo- 
gan was abandoned. 

Speaking of sweets, an unusual 
situation has developed in sugar 
which could cause a tight situation 
in U. S. supplies next year. 
We've severed diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Dominican Republic 
which has been supplying us with 
about’a million tons of sugar a 
year. But we can't import from 
that source so long as we are on 
the outs with the Dominicans, In 
the meantime, the world supply is 
still a couple of million tons less 
‘than demand.
